3. At some point on or after January 16, 2000, Messers Webb and Nessel were, purportedly, 
removed as Elders and Directors. 

4. The District Court in Pontotoc County, Oklahoma has now ruled that, in fact, Messers 
Webb and Nessel were not removed as Elders or Directors in accordance with the 
applicable Constitution and Bylaws. (Copy of Transcript of the Judges ruling is attached) 
As a result of that ruling, Messers Webb and Nessel continue to be two of the five Elders 
and Directors. 


5. On or about January 18, 2000, a meeting was had which was, purportedly a meeting of 
the Elders and Directors, at which meeting different officers were purportedly elected and 
new signatories for the bank accounts were purportedly appointed. 

6. Messers Webb and Nessel were given no notice of that meeting, had no knowledge that it 
was being held, and did not participate therein in any way. As a result, that was not a 

validly called or held meeting of the Board, and any action taken at that meeting is it/o cr 
vires and of no effect. ®

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As a result of the above, the undersigned hereby make demand upon First National 
Bank Sc Trust Company of Ada as follows; 

That the Bank not honor any banking transactions with the above referenced 
bank accounts unless the transactions arc performed by and/or bear the signatures of the 
duly appointed banking signatories specified in paragraph 2, above, and no others.
